THERE APPEARED: 

Hutchison Telecommunications (Luxembourg) S.a r.l. a private limited liability 
company existing under the law of Luxembourg, having its registered office at 7, rue du 
Marche aux Herbes, L-1728 Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg and registered 
with the Luxembourg Register of Commerce and Companies under number B 112244 
(the Sole Shareholder). 

The Sole Shareholder represented as set out above, has requested the 
undersigned notary to record that: 

the Sole Shareholder holds all of the shares in Asia Finance S.a r.l. a 
private limited liability company existing under the law of Luxembourg, having its 
registered office at 7, rue du Marche aux Herbes, L-1728 Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy 
of Luxembourg and registered with the Luxembourg Register of Commerce and 
Companies under number B 114959 (the Company); and 

the Company was incorporated on 14 February 2006, pursuant to a deed 
drawn up by Maitre Joseph Elvinger, notary then resident in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy 
of Luxembourg, published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations (the 
Memorial) number 1065, page 51081 on 1 June 2006. Since that date, the Company’s 
articles of association (the Articles) have been amended several times and for the last 
time pursuant to a deed of Maitre Jacques Kesseler, notary resident in Petange, Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, dated 29 December 2015, published in the Memorial under 
number 1 362, page 65364 on 1 1 May 201 6. 

The Sole Shareholder is represented by Peggy Simon, notary clerk, with 
professional address in L-6475 Echternach, 9, Rabatt, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg, 
by virtue of a proxy given under private seal. 

Said proxy, after having been signed ne varietur by the proxy holder acting on 
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behalf of the Sole Shareholder and the undersigned notary, shall remain attached to 
the present deed to be filed with it with the registration authorities. 

The Sole Shareholder, represented as stated here above, has requested the 
undersigned notary to record the following: 

I. that the agenda of the Meeting is worded as follows: 

1. Decrease of the share capital of the Company by an amount of three 
million two hundred ninety thousand and ten United States Dollars (USD 3,290,010.-) 
to bring it from its current amount of three million three hundred ten thousand and twenty 
United States Dollars (USD 3,31 0,020.-), represented by two thousand and one (2,001 ) 
ordinary shares and three hundred twenty-nine thousand and one (329,001 ) mandatory 
redeemable preferred shares having a nominal value of ten United States Dollars (USD 
10.-) each, to an amount of twenty thousand and ten United States Dollars 
(USD 20,010.-) represented by two thousand and one (2,001) ordinary shares having 
a nominal value of ten United States Dollars (USD 10.-) each, by way of redemption 
and cancellation of all three hundred twenty-nine thousand and one (329,001) 
mandatory redeemable preferred shares, having a nominal value of ten United States 
Dollars (USD 10.-) each; 

2. Amendment of articles 8,9, 10, 19 and 20 of the articles of association of 
the Company in order to reflect the above changes; 

3. Delegation of power and authority given to any manager of the Company, 
each acting individually, to proceed on behalf of the Company with the registration of 
the share capital decrease in the share register of the Company; and 

4. Miscellaneous. 

II. that the Sole Shareholder has taken the following resolutions: 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolve to decrease the issued share capital of the 
Company by an amount of three million two hundred ninety thousand and ten United 
States Dollars (USD 3,290,01 0.-) to bring it from its current amount of three million three 
hundred ten thousand and twenty United States Dollars (USD 3,310,020.-), 
represented by two thousand and one (2,001) ordinary shares and three hundred 
twenty-nine thousand and one (329,001) mandatory redeemable preferred shares 
having a nominal value of ten United States Dollars (USD 10.-) each, to an amount of 
twenty thousand and ten United States Dollars (USD 20,010.-) represented by two 
thousand and one (2,001) ordinary shares having a nominal value often United States 
Dollars (USD 1 0.-) each, by way of redemption and cancellation by the Company of all 
three hundred twenty-nine thousand and one (329,001) mandatory redeemable 
preferred shares, having a nominal value often United States Dollars (USD 10.-) each, 
currently held by the Sole Shareholder, pursuant to the provisions of the article 9 of the 
Articles. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

As a consequence of the redemption by the Company of all three hundred twenty- 
nine thousand and one (329,001) mandatory redeemable preferred shares from the 
Sole Shareholder (the MRPS), the Sole Shareholder acknowledges that the Company 
shall pay to it an amount of three hundred thirty-eight million eight hundred ninety-eight 
thousand seven hundred and fifty-three United States Dollars and forty-four cents (USD 
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338,898,753.44) being equal to the sum of (i) the nominal value of the MRPS (ii) any 
preferred dividend accrued on the MRPS and (iii) any amount allocated to the MRPS 
share premium account of the Company. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to amend the articles 8, 9, 10, 19 and 20 of the 
Articles to reflect the above changes so that said articles shall henceforth read as 
follows: 

“Article eight.-. The Company’s share capital is set at USD 20,010 (twenty 
thousand and ten United States Dollars), represented by 2,001 (two thousand and one) 
ordinary shares with a nominal value of USD 10 (ten United States Dollars) each 
(hereafter referred to as the “Ordinary Shares ”). 

Ordinary Shares can be issued with or without a share premium, subject to legal 
requirements and the provisions of the present Articles. Any share premium which has 
been paid or shall be paid in addition to the nominal value of the Ordinary Shares shall 
remain attached to the Ordinary Shares and shall be allocated to a special reserve to 
be designated as the “Ordinary Shares Premium Account’ and to be created for this 
purpose. 

The Ordinary Shares will have the rights to dividends set out in articles 19 and 20 
of the Articles. 

The amount of the share capital of the Company may be increased or reduced by 
means of a resolution of the extraordinary general meeting of partners or of the sole 
partner (as the case may be) adopted under the conditions required for amendment of 
the Articles. ” 

“Article nine.- Void.” 

“Article ten.- Each Ordinary Share confers an identical voting right at the time of 
decisions taking. 

Art. 10 A. The shares are freely transferable among the partners. 

Shares may not be transferred inter vivos to non-members unless members 
representing at least three-quarter of the capital shall have agreed thereto in a general 
meeting. ” 

“Article nineteen.- The credit balance of the profit and loss account, after 
deduction of the expenses, costs, amortization, charges and provisions represents the 
net profit of the Company. 

Every year one-twentieth of the net profit will be transferred to the statutory 
reserve. 

This deduction ceases to be compulsory when the statutory reserve amounts to 
one-tenth of the issued capital but must be resumed till the statutory reserve is entirely 
reconstituted if, at any time and for any reason whatever, any amount of the statutory 
reserve has been utilised. 

The balance is at the disposal of the partners. 

The general meeting of partners upon proposal of the board of managers or the 
sole manager (as the case may be), may decide to pay an interim dividend to the 
holder(s) of Ordinary Shares before the end of the financial year, on the basis of a 
statement of accounts prepared by the board of managers or the sole manager (as the 
case may be), and showing that sufficient funds are available for distribution, it being

understood that the amount to be distributed may not exceed realised profits since the 
end of the last financial year, increased by profits carried forward and available 
reserves, less losses carried forward and sums to be allocated to a reserve to be 
established according to the Law or the Articles. ” 

“Article twenty.- The liquidation will be carried out by one or more liquidators, 
physical or legal persons, appointed by the general meeting of partners which will 
specify their powers and fix their remuneration. 

The holders of the Ordinary Shares are entitled to the entire liquidation proceeds 
of the Company. 

A sole partner can decide to dissolve the Company and to proceed to its 
liquidation, assuming personally the payment of all the assets and liabilities, known or 
unknown of the Company. ” 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to grant power and authority to any manager of the 
Company, each acting individually, to proceed, on behalf of the Company, with the 
registration of the share capital decrease in the share register of the Company. 

DECLARATION 

The undersigned notary, who understands and speaks English, states that at the 
request of the appearing parties, this deed is drawn up in English, followed by a French 
version, and that in the case of discrepancies between the English and the French texts, 
the English version prevails.
